Nobody would desire to 
“slang” one like “Lai Tee” for 
not at present being a Volunteer 
if it is true that he has spent 
more years of chis life in Regular 
Army and Volunteer units than a 
normal non-professional soldier 
has any right to expect. - This is 
not the class whom His Excel- 
leoney the Gencral has in mind 
when he tilts at certain persons 
for not joining the Volunteers. 
“Lai Tee” cannot be expected to 
wear a cap that is not meant to 
fit him. But there must.be many 
others, much younger and less ex- 
perienced in such matters, whom 
the cap must fit. These latter 
are the shirkers of an obvious 
duty, even though it be-a volun- 
tary one.
